I AST week there was some illegal hazing of 
L freshmen at Madison—illegal under student 
law. As the result, three freshmen, and no 
sophomores, were arrested. One can imagine 
the comment of freshmen, who were forced to 
roll peanuts with their noses, or to make love, 
with their trousers rolled above their knees, to 
sorority girls, and who saw their classmates 
scurrying to cover upon every street corner in 
the Latin quarter. "A freshman has about as 
much chance for justice in the university as the 
negro has in the south." Imagine student po- 
lice who could identify three freshmen guilty 
of inciting to riot, but not one of the scores of 
sophomores who reacted to the 
incitement. 


Probably were one .haled before the student 
court, he could have successfully interposed 
a plea like that of the Arkansas hunter who, 
when arrested for shooting turkey out of sea- 
son, testified he shot in self-defense. 
Some- 


thing like this doubtless was in the minds of 
many freshmen. 


Of course, there is nothing in gpllege tra- 


dition to the effect that a freshman has any 
right to expect to get anything better than the 
worst of it. And despite the justification for 
modern student law banishing hazing what 
happens to freshmen, generally, is good for 
their souls. A certain amount of humility is 
humanizing, and frosh need to be humanized. 
There is in the 
elation of entering college 


something which leads youth to deify itself and 
it must be pulled off its self-conceived ped- 
estal; provided bones escape, the ordeal by fire 
tends to purify and strengthen. The test is 
whether the freshman can go through it like 
a man. Whether he fights or runs away, if he 
takes it in good part when "they rags 
him 


low and cunning" he wins his spurs and is dub- 
bed knight by the upper classmen. This is in 
no sense an attempt to justify violations of 
student law. It is merely'a suggestion that he 
who takes his freshman milling for what it is 
worth usually arrives eventually at the con- 
clusion that it was all for the best.

Largest Class in History is 'Giv-

Examinations are being held today 


by the Barber's division of the State 
board of health. Over fifty applicants 
have registered and will be given an 
examination some time today. Exam- 
inations are held once a year In this 
city and the number of applicants at 
this session is the largest ever held 
in Ibis .city. Men from the surround- 
ing towns and villages have been giv- 
en a chance to be examined. This ac- 
counts for the large registration. 
The chief reason for these exam- 


inations. Is to protect the public. 
-"Cleanliness above all" -Is the one 
thing which the board is trying to 
brtog out by thes« examinations. The 
board intends to make a thorough 
cleaning up of every barbershop in the 
state so that when a man enters a 
barbershop he can rest assured that 
everything is sanitary and healthy 
within. 
W. L. Smith, president of the board, 
stated Tuesday that every Barbershop 
In the state will be cleaned up and 
any offender 
of the Sanitary rules, 
taKen into the, courts. . 
-

One of the main rules of the state 
board of health cortcerninfe barbers, 
is "Every barber or other person in 
charge of any barber shop ^shall use 
separate and clean towels for each 
customer and shall, when serving said 
customer, we^r washable outer linen 
apron or coat which - shall be kept 
clean. 
The towels must b« discarded 
until laundered." 
The penalty for breaking: any of the 
rules );• a fine of no less than 110 nor 
more than $100 or no less than 10 nor 
more than 90 days in the county jail 
or both. 
No barber with any sickness whatso- 
ever Is allowed to work In a barber 
shop. "Whether or no^fche barber will 
ever be allowed to practice his trade 
again if he breaks any of the rules, is 
optional with the Aboard. 
The board 
has the power to revoke license*. 
Each applicant f<^r, a license must 
cut "r man's Jialr and shave him. Three 
members of the ,board takes notes on 
the applicant's'work.

granted.
